The  desire  having  been  expressed  by  many  persons  prominent,  in  Church  and  Temperance  organizations,  that  at 
some  early  day  a  National  Temperance  Convention  should  be  held,  correspondence  was  opened  with  friends  in 
different  parts  of  the  country,  all  of  whom  expressed  an  earnest  desire  for  the  holding  of  such  a  convention  at  some 
central  point  some  time  during  the  summer.  We,  accordingly,  in  behalf  of  the  bodies  we  represent,  do  earnestly 
invite  all  General  Assemblies  and  all  Synods,  all  General  and  Annual  Conferences,. all  Associations  of  ministers  and 
religious  State  Conventions,  all  National  and  State  Temperance  organizations,  Grand  Divisions  Sons  of  Temperance, 
Grand  Lodges  of  Good  Templars,  Grand  Temples  of  Templars  of  Honor  and  Temperance,  to  send  delegates  to  a 
National  Convention,  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  on  Wednesday,  July  29th,  1868,  at  ten  o'clock  a.m. 

Each  body  to  be  entitled  to  seven  delegates,  of  which  the  presiding  officer  and  secretary  shall  be  two,  the  other 
five  to  be  appointed  by  the  body.  In  case  any  association  or  organization  shall  not  lie  in  session  after  the  issue  of 
this  call  and  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  the  delegates  and  furnish 
them  witli  credentials  accordingly.  Those  Churches  and  Parishes  whose  bodies  may  fail  to  appoint  delegates  are 
each  requested  to  send  one  delegate.  All  delegates  must  have  credentials  duly  signed  by  the  officers  of  their  respect- 
ive bodies.     Vacancies  in  delegations  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  delegates. 

The  objects  of  the  Convention  are  10  compare  views,  discuss  foundation  principles,  and  secure,  so  far  as 
practicable,  concert  of  action.  To  this  end,  papers  prepared  by  the  best  writers  in  the  country  will  be  presented, 
bearing  upon  the  various  aspects  of  the  Temperance  work,  such  as  the  duties  of  the  pulpit,  the  press,  and  the  plat- 
form—the relation  of  Temperance  to  the  Sabbath,  the  Sabbath-school  and  Church— to  colleges  and  institutions  of 
learning— to  statistics  and  political  economy,— the  Scriptural,  scientific,  medical,  and  legal  phases  of  Temperance— 
the  necessity  of  organization,  and  the  ballot,  etc.
